Kenton, 60, was reported possibly 
suffering from smoke inhalation. 
Mrs. Kenton was reported in a state 
of shock. Associate Warden Robert 
Huff said neither of the Kentons 
appeared initially to have suffered 
harm but were taken to Lompoc 
Hospital at about 10 a.m. 
as a 
precaution. 
Fire erupted in the Kenton home 
on the FCI reservation at about 5:10 
a.m., and had engulfed most of the 
$50,000 dwelling five minutes later 
when fire units began to arrive from 
the FCI, Vandenberg Air Force 
Base and county and city of Lompoc 
fire departments. 


Fire officials said they found the 
Kentons in the front yard with 
blankets wrapped around them 
Huff said neighbors of the Kentons, 
most of them employes of the FCI

came to their rescue with garden 
hoses, but it was too late to save the 
house. 
The fire gutted the central portion 
of the house but left a front-oriented 
garage intact. Rescuers reported 
they pushed the Kenton car to the 
safety of the street when they 
couldn’t find the keys. 
Huff said Kenton told him that he 
awakened in the pre-dawn darkness 
to the smell of smoke. He found the 
living room engulfed in flames and 
rushed to get his wife. Kenton 
reportedly lost mementoes of 34 
years service in the Federal Prison 
Service. 
The house is leased by the FCI 
from the Sixth Army, owner of the 
sprawling prison facility. Some of 
the furniture came with the house, 
but some was owned by the Kentons.

household items. Huff, who was one 
of the first to arrive on the fire 
scene, said neighbors were bringing 
in clothes for the Kentons.

week to end the price fluctuation in 
home heating oil that has caused 


some homeowners to pay 50 per cent 
more than their neighbors, energy 
chief William E. Simon said today.

manageable so far —but that the 


crunch is far from over. 
Simon, 
head of

fluctuations were caused by the 
difference

cheaper 
domestic-produced heating oil and 


the more expensive imported oil. He 
said new rules to be published in the 
Federal Register this week would 
assure each supplier an equitable 
share of both products. 


“ This situation is particularly 
visible in New England, which 
historically has been dependent on 
imported products,” Simon said.

are deeply 
concerned when a homeowner pays 


50 per cent more for heating oil than 


does a next door neighbor who uses a 
different supplier. We consider the 
situation unfair and intolerable.”

sooner

sooner oil producers can shift the 
emphasis of production back to 
gasoline, Simon said. The sooner 
this can be accomplished, the less 
likely will be the chances of gasoline 
rationing 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 
said Sunday rationing may be a 
reality between April and June 


unless the Arab boycott ends. 
“ I don’t think there’s much doubt 
about it, unless there are some 
developments overseas which would 


indicate that we will get extra crude 


material which will make it possible 


for us to draw down on inventories,”

freshman English got a dose ofThoreau, if 
they liked him or not Maybe no one agreed 
what this uncommon man meant in his 
complex-compound sentences (much less 
his essays), 
but 
there 
was 
general 
understanding about what he probably was 
like to have around the house. 
That 
is, 
pensive, 
grim, 
caustic, 
unsmiling, intense, etc., looking rather like 
the blue picture of him on the evening's 
program.” 


However, Harlik’s Thoreau comes on 
about as far as the above notion is humanly 
possible. In fact, he comes on like an 
intellectual Huckleberry Finn 
Try to picture no-go-along Thoreau as 
energetic, hyper active, amusing, happy,

Didn't trunk you 
could. 
The obvious question is why? Why this 
type of a characterization? 
Although I suggested a possible reason in 
the first paragraph, a reason is really not 
important if it works The real question is a 
personal one — how do you like your anti­ 
héros?

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'Instant global consciousness' 
occurred on way home from moon

It happened as he coasted home from the moon 
A flash of “ instant global consciousness," Astronaut 
Edgar Mitchell later described it, the same phenomenon 
that he believes has brought all those who have ventured 
into space back as changed men 
It was not the start of his pursuit of the supernatural, he 
said, for that had begun some time before Mitchell had 
even conducted an extra-curricular ESP experiment from 
space But it was an eloquent suggestion of its use 
“ Because our schedule was light and we could rest a bit, I 
took the opportunity to gaze at the planet Earth, consider it 
and think about it." the red-bearded lunar module pilot 
said The three astronauts were tired after a packed work 
schedule, he outlined. After piloting the Apollo 14 lunar 
craft to the surface of the moon, Mitchell had come to 
fame, he said, as “ the caddy on the world s most expensive 
golf outing " Mission Commander Allan Sheppard's lunar 
thwack of fifty yards was the occasion 
But on the coast home there was less frivolity Mitchell 
gazed out of a command module port at the looming Earth 
and, he said, “ the most profound experience of my life took 
place at that point." 
A youngster whose urgent questions about existence had 
never really been answered and a PhD in Astronautics 
who’d only found more questions, Mitchell said he’d 
wondered 
long 
about 
origins, 
purpose, 
divinity, 
randomness, guidance. So, he believes, has man, probably 
since his earliest dawn of consciousness. 
“ During this experience," he told 400 at Allan Hancock 
College recently, “ it was all resolved for me. No longer 
was there an uncertainty No longer did I believe I knew I 
knew for sure as I looked at this magnificent little blue 
planet Earth, floating in the vastness of space, with a 
background of black velvet cosmos, with stars in profusion 
like you never see from Earth; I knew for sure that there 
was a purpose, direction, divinity, harmony, planning if you 
will, in the design, building and structure of the universe It 
was an extremely euphoric experience," the former 
carrier-based pilot confided. 
It was, he added, “ that magnificent feeling of seeing the 
entire cosmos laid out before you and knowing that it is 
perfect, flowing, harmonious and good 
But all was not perfect. 
Gazing at that “ blue and white Christmas tree ornament 
floating in space," Mitchell entered, what he called "the 
most deep and utter depression I ever felt." The beings on 
the surface of that blue orb. he said, came to seem like “ a 
colony of ants." 
He realized, he said, that “ beneath that canopy of 
atmosphere and white clouds is a little planet that is in deep 
trouble; that mankind brought in its technological and 
scientific knowledge a series of situations which we do not 
have the knowledge or humanity to totally cope with — that 
we have created a technology that is almost beyond our 
ability to understand and control. " 
To Mitchell, to whom there is nothing “ supernatural," 
just natural things that we don’t yet understand, a course of 
action presented itself clearly: the scientific exploration 
of what Mitchell described as “ the untapped potential of 
the Human Being," a potential which suggests itself 
tantilizingly in parapsychology. 


The former pilot trainee at age 14. who said he was raised 
in a strictly religious atmosphere, had taken the 
opportunity earlier on the Apollo 14 flight to conduct what 
he thought would be “ a very quiet, personal little telepathic 
experiment in space" strictly for himself. He concentrated 
on a random sequence of five symbols, the star, cross, 
wavy line, circle and square, thinking of them for 15 
seconds at a time. 
Four participants on Earth, he said, were successful in 
receiving his thoughts to the extent that chance could have 
reproduced their results only once in 3,000 experiments. 


The slowly and soft speaking “ scientific generalist 
related many such experiments he's witnessed since, 
including, he said, one in which the Israeli sensitive Uri 
Geller apparently using mental powers alone bent Werner 
Von Braun's wedding ring while it was held in the famous 
rocket scientist’s hand 
In another, Mitchell said, Geller shattered a piece of test 
material with apparently only his mental powers, causing 
an apparent loss of part of its mass. 
According to Mitchell, proving the veracity of such 
unexplained occurrences is no longer the task of 
professional ivestigators in the field, the question now. 
Mitchell said, is how do these things happen and can the 
energy they imply be forged into man s serv ice 
The now former astronaut has launched his own research 
institute for the advancement of a science he calls Noetics, 
the study of consciousness. 
If this new quantum leap of human power is realized by 
man, he suggested to his Hancock Speaker Series audience, 
it would coincide with a period in man’s history that has 
been one of cosmic irony 
It has only been in the last 60 to 70 years, Mitchell 
gauged, that man has begun to concentrate more on 
physical feats like building airplanes and smashing atoms 
than on the eternal urgent questions of being and purpose 
and destiny which have baffled and inspired men from the 
earliest times. 
Yet, Mitchell said, only in this period has man been 
physically capable of fulfilling his ages old dream of 
leaving the earth and contemplating it and its setting in 
space from afar 
"Undoubtedly even cave man looked up and wondered 
when he saw the Moon, the Sun. the stars." the astronaut 
surmised, “ and he felt the thrill of the universe."

One of the finest Centennial events of the year will be an Open House 
at the Lompoc Museum, 200 South H Street, the old Andrew Carnegie 


Library 
George A, Miller, president, has announced that there will be a 


grand opening of the recently remodeled Lompoc Museum Feb 17 at 1 


o'clock The museum will remain open until 4 p m for the reception 
and viewing of exhibits. 
This Centennial year will also signal the fourth birthday anniversary 
of the museum’s founding on Feb. 14, 1970. 
The Carnegie Building was erected in 1910 For HO years it was the 
Lompoc Public Library Abandoned when the new library was opened 
on North Avenue, it was immediately recognized as the perfect setting 
for a city museum. The City of Lompoc named it as Historical 
Landmark 1 and made it available for Clarence L. Ruth s Indian 
collection The museum was opened with the interior of the building in 
an “as is’’ condition 
Four years later, George Miller has completed the remodeling job 
started in April 1973 when he first assumed the presidency He wanted 
“ to set the cultural scene aright for the Lompoc Centennial 
He has 
donated much time, labor and material, and located other donors to 
help with the improvement program. He planned, directed and 
inspected the construction as it progressed The new museum is a real 
credit to the community. 
Earl and Anne Calvert, with the help of Lompoc Valley Historical 
Society, are arranging the Lompoc history exhibits. Elizabeth Cole, 
director, is arranging the Indian exhibits, assisted by the Museum 
associates and staff members. 
The museum’s Chumash Indian Collection is the only one of its kind 


in the world Clarence Ruth had kept his exhibits in a private museum 


adjoining his home at 230 North G Street. In 19H9 he donated them to 


the city. The priceless museum was moved to its present site the 
following year 
Architecturally a palace, even by today’s standards, the Carnegie 


Building with it’s Roman style, had been chosen bv its donor. Andrew 


Carnegie <1835-1919), philanthropist and the wealthiest man in the 


world at the time He had also been extremely interested in Indian 
lore during his entire lifetime. 
The museum is financed by an annual grant from the City of Lompoc 


and donations from patrons, members and associates. One-third of the 


museum’s trustees work for the city, one-third come from the board of 


directors and trustees of the Lompoc Valley Historical Society, and 


one-third are in private businesses or are retired 
There are 25 


members of the board of trustees, including the museum’s officers 


and directors. Trustees are elected for four-year terms. 
Across the street from the museum are Centennial Headquarters 


and the Lompoc Valley Chamber of Commerce.

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Evert Jones lands Utah coaching job

Evert Jones, who has stacked up one of the most 
impressive high school football coaching records in 
Southern California in his nine years at Cabrillo High, 
has accepted a job as assistant coach at the University of 
Utah in Salt Lake City He will be leaving the Lompoc 
Valley in seven to 10 days. 
It will be a homecoming of sorts for Jones, who was a 
star lineman for the U of U in the late 1950 s. And Evert 
will serve under brand new Head Coach Tom Lobat, who 
was an assistant coach to Jones at Jordon High School in 
Salt Lake City back in the early 1960’s 
Jones made the announcement today at a meeting of 
all Cabrillo football players 
“ I just wanted to make sure that they (the players) 
understand that my leaving should not affect their 
season to any great degree They have some coaches who 
have worked with me for a long time, and they’ll still be 
there. I told my players that no one is indispensable. 
Regardless of that statement, the Cabrillo brass will 


be hard-pressed to find a replacement for the personable 
coach and athletic director who owns a .762 winning 
percentage in his nine year Hill career. 
Jones’ teams have won 64, lost 17 and tied 3, winning 
Santa Barbara County League titles in 1967, '68 and '69 
The Conqs finished second four times, third once, and 
were not in a league in 1965, the first year of the school 
Selection of a new coach will be up to Cabrillo 
principal Robert Bickford and school district officials. 
The new coach may come from within the school 
district, or be recruited from outside the district. 
“ I have really enjoyed the nine years here,” said Jones 
in an interview with the Record last night. “ It’s a great 
football town It’s really tough to leave, but there are 
some compensating factors that a guy can’t pass up. It’s 
a college job, at a major school in a major conference. ’’ 
Utah plays in the Western Athletic Conference, the 
winner of which annually gets a bid to the Fiesta Bowl. 
Jones expressed enthusiasm over the Utah schedule 
for the upcoming season, which includes a game against 


UCLA in Salt Lake City and Louisiana State University 
in Raton Rouge. 
“ I’ve made statements before that I didn’t really want 
to coach on the four-year level,” said Jones. “ But when 
the chance came, I didn’t hesitate So I guess I wasn’t 
very sincere in the things I was saying, although I 
thought I was.” 
The 37-year-old Jones admits that he’s tossing away 
some security in the move. “ In high school, if they tell 
you 
you’re not coaching anymore, you always have 
another job. In college, if they tell you 
you’re not 
coaching anymore, you don’t have a job.” 
“ But,” he added, ‘i'd say it’s basically a pretty secure 
situation.” 
Lobat, himself a grad of the U of U, was a Utah 
assistant coach last year He was named head coach 
Friday, and immediately called Jones with a job offer. 
The deal and financial terms were finalized yesterday. 
Jones, originally from Wyoming, graduated from Utah 
in 1958 after two years as an all-conference lineman. He

Santos is no perennial griper. He 
feels that this time he has a 
legitimate grievance. 
At one point late in the tight 
ballgame, the officials signaled for 
a jump ball between Cabrillo’s 
Chuck Younglove and San Luis’s 
Norm Coy, who started to throw 
punches at Younglove after the 
whistle, according to Santos. 
The officials slapped a personal 
foul 
on 
Coy, 
despite 
Santos’ 
objection that a personal foul can’t 
be called after the action has been 
whistled dead. It had to be a 
technical foul, which would give 
Cabrillo possession 
The ref, according to Santos, 
admitted his mistake after the 
game, but had been unwilling to 
listen to any discussion during the 
game. 
That wasn't the only time Santos 
and the refs failed to see eye to eye. 
The

“ controversial” calls lives in San 
Luis Obispo, according to Santos. 
I think the assignments being 
made by the commissioner (of 
officials) are poor,” he said. “ Like 
when we played St. Joseph, we had 
an official who has a child that

Then Santos put on his happy face 
and talked about his team.

Frazier vs. Ali tonight 
No titles — just careers — on the line 


NEW YORK (U P I) — Unlike Super Fight I of three years ago, no title will 
be at stake for Super Fight II tonight when Muhammad Ali and Joe Frazier 
meet in a 12-round rematch...only the boxing careers of the two men who 
have dominated the sport the last 10 years. 
A shot at the heavyweight crown, currently held by George Foreman, 
awaits the winner. 


Oblivion, but hardly on a pauper’s scale, beckons the loser. 
For sheer ability, drama and excitement, both inside the ring and out, the 
son of Super Fight I must rate a poor second to the orginal but a sellout 
throng of 20,000 “ beautiful people” contributing to a $1 million “ live” gate 


will be on hand at Madison Square Garden for the event. 


Ali and Frazier have been guaranteed $850,000 each against 32 Vz per cent 
of all rights, including theater television. The bout will be shown on theater 
TV in some 50 countries with approximately 1.8 million seats available in 
U.S. and Canadian theaters. With the promoters expecting to gross between 
$17 million and $18 million for the TV rights, Ali and Frazier stand to collect 
about $2.5 million apiece. 


It’s only one month shy of 10 years since Ali, then known as Cassius Clay, 
took the heavyweight title from the late Sonny Liston at Miami. At 32, Ali is 
more than a step slower than he was during his prime but the oddsmakers 


have made him an 8-5 favorite to avenge the loss he suffered to Frazier via a 
15-round unanimous decision on March 8,1971. 


At Sunday’s televised weighin, in which precautions were taken that the 
two fighters would not meet face-to-face, an unusually subdued Ali scaled 
212 pounds, three less than he weighed for Super Fight I. 


Frazier, two years younger than his opponent, tipped the scales at 209, 3 
Vz pounds more than three years ago but more importantly, five less than 
one year ago when, admittedly flabby and out of shape, he was knocked out 
in the second round by Foreman in Kingston, Jamaica. 


Frazier, when asked if he would win by a knockout or decision, refused to 
make a prediction except to say, “ I ’ll be around for the 12 rounds. I ain’t 
going any place.” 


“ Joe’s nervous, flighty, fidgety, I ’m the stronger man,” Ali boasted. 
“ Look at my weight. I’m exactly what I said I would be. This will be no 
contest. I ’m gonna be so fast in the first round that those people who bet on 
Frazier will have time to change their bets. I won’t predict how it’ll end, but 
I ’m not gonna make the mistakes of the first fight. I’m gonna dance, dance, 
dance.” 


Should either fighter match his performance of Super Fight I it’s safe to 
assume he will be the winner. The question is, who has lost the most?

But nothing like that was involved 
in this case. Apparently the employe 
was so incensea at what he found in 
the President’s returns— a reaction 
now shared by millions of taxpaying 
Americans — that he decided to 
violate IRS regulations. 
Had he not done so, had he not 
broken the law to reveal the rather 
unheroic behavior of the nation’s 
first citizen — that the President 
paid a measly $1,670 in federal 
income taxes in 1970 and 1971 by 
virtue of some exceedingly dubious 
deductions and write-offs, which 
both the IRS and a congressional 
committee are taking a second look 
at — would the White House ever 
have 
voluntarily 
revealed 
this 
information?
